Being a Syrian, or as he states it, 
a native of Mount Lebanon, which is 
distinct from Syria, and from which 
most of the so-called Syrians come, 
Mr. Mokarzel is deeply interested in 
the welfare of th at country, which is 
under the nom inal control of Tur­ 
key, but which has in fact, autono­ 
my, having been m ade so by the 
great powers of E urope, but one year 
before the outbreak of the civil war 
in this country. 
Fight F o r National Life 
“ We are fighting for our flag, our 
seaports, our customs, our constitu­ 
tion and our public schools. As yet, 
the T urks control o u r seaports ani 
our customs and 
therefore hinder 
the work which we are trying to do. 
Our paper is excluded from Turkey j 
and therefore from Mount Lebanon. 
We are to establish a bram h of the 
paper soon in Mount Lebanon 
and 
will then be able to fight the Turks 
at close range. 
“ The life of a nation depends on 
the education of its citizens, 
and 
therefore, we are fighting for a free 
press in Turkey, without which cir 
purpose cannot be 
accomplished,’ 
said Mr. Mokarzel today.

One Year ago 
Mr. Crownhart, in speaking before 
the same organization, made sever­ 
al predictions regarding the effect 
of the workmen’s compensation act. 
This year he reported the fulfillment 
“and then some” of his 1913 prog­ 
nostications. 
W hat Figures Show 
“ Last year,” said Mr. Crownhart, 
“ I told you that when all workmen 
came under the 
act compensation 
would exceed $565,000 a year. Now 
I say to you that compensation 
is 
actually being paid in 99 per cent 
of injured. workmen on a basis of 
over $1,000,000 a year. 
During the 
year ended June 30 last, $581,235 
was paid as indemnity in 10,855 cas­ 
es or $65.4 6 each. 
he total num­ 
ber of cases reported under compen­ 
sation to June 30 is 12,183. 
The 
cost of medical attendance, including 
hospital bills and nurse hire is not 
exactly known but 
the 
figures 
at 
hand permit a close approximation. 
These figures indicate that the medi­ 
cal expense is about 40 per cent of 
the indemnity. 
On this basis the 
entire amount of compensation, 
in­ 
cluding medical aid, was close 
to 
$800,000 for the fiscal 
year 
Just 
ended. 
“The total amount of compensation 
paid in 1914 to the persons suffer­ 
ing from industrial accidents (the 
men themselves or their dependents) 
will be more than 
five times 
the 
amount paid to tl\pm in 1908. And 
then too, instead of waiting an eter­ 
nity for their just payments, they get 
it almost immediately. 
This shows 
roughly what workmen’s compensa­ 
tion means to the workingmen 
of 
Wisconsin. 
“The administration of the com­ 
pensation act has been inexpensive. 
The cost for the 
year just ended 
wras $3,040 or only $1.20 per case. 
Contrast this with the old liability 
laws under which less than one-third 
of the amount paid by employers 
j ever reached the victims of indus­ 
trial accidents. 
And consider this: 
That compensation 
is being 
paid 
promptly and medical 
aid is being 
furnished immediately after the ac­ 
cident. 
Under the old law, if it came 
at all, the relief arrived after long 
and expensive litigation.
